USDA has announced the 
creation of a new safe and 
effective foot-and-mouth 
disease vaccine through the 
use of genetic engineering 
techniques, reports CNS. 

Foot-and-mouth disease 
is a highly contagious 
disease that strikes cattle,

USDA said animal tests 
conducted duridg on eight- 
week period show that the 
vaccine is effective in 
preventing foot-and-mouth 
disease. 

Until now, 600 million 
doses of whole virus 
vaccines are produced and 
used annually in countries 
where the disease is found. 
However, USDA said the 
current vaccine production 
method is risky, because the

The agreement provided for 
the initial development 
stage of the research to be 
conducted exclusively in 
USDA's high-containment 
facility at the Plum Island 
Animal and Plant Health 
Inspection Service (APHIS) . 

The U.S. essentially has a 
total bon in the import of 
livestock, fresh meat and 
dairy products from foot- 
and-mouth disease coun- 
tries, an APHIS official told 
CNS.

does permit importing of 
cooked meat from such 
countries, if the meat Is 
produced in plants using a 
USDA approved or super- 
vised cooking procedure, he 
said.

USD A recently an- 
nounced details of an initial 
reorganization of the Food 
Safety and Inspection Ser- 
vice (FSIS), formerly known 
as the Food Safety and 
Quality Service, reports 
CNS. 

FSIS Administrator Don- 
ald Houston said the reor- 
ganization is designed to 
make the agency operate 
more efficiently. The new 
FSIS will have four major 
component divisions— tech- 
nical services, science, 
operations and administra- 
tive management— Hous- 
ton said. 

He said -these changes 
flow naturally from the 
USDA reorganizations an- 
nounced earlier and will 
enable FSIS to streamline 
its operations. Houston said 
further consolidation will bB 


announced over the next 
several months. 

Earlier this month, the 
commodity service program 
was moved from the former 
FSQS to USDA'b Agricul- 
tural Marketing Service. 
The commodity services 
program provides voluntary 
grading service on a fee 
basis and develops grade 
standards for meat, poultry, 
eggs, dairy products and 
vegetables.

Many producers and 
lenders have beon holding 
on, wailing until the June 
USDA hogs and pigs report 
was released before decid- 
ing what business move to 
make next, Kennedy said. 

Some farmers whose hog 
income is disproportionate, 
balance it with other 
incomes, such as grain, said 
Richard Larson, president 
of the Ottumwa, Iowa 
Federal Land Bank. If a hog 
producer has a land bBse, he 
is in better financial shape, 
he said. 

The hog farmer that has 
borrowed and expanded in 
the last few years has 
experienced the large toss- 
es, Larson said. The hog 
producer owning a small 
acreage and buying feed 
will not survive unless the 
market improves drastical- 
ly, he said. 

''It is the young, highly 
leveraged operator that gets 
hurt," Larson said. These 
hog producers have few 
alternatives othor than 
liquidating assets, he said. 

However, for the large 
unit9, it is difficult to cut 
back production because it 
increases the cost per unit, 
Allan Keppy, an Iowa hog 
producer said. These facili- 
ties are better off operating 
at full capacity, one lender 


said. 

There have been a few 
bank foreclosures of hog 
confinement facilities, they 
said. However, in mnny 
cases, the financial loss 
would be larger if foreclo- 
sure was forced. 

Many hog producers said 
lending institutions were 
becoming tougher to deal 
with, and 9ome said 
Production Credit Assns. in 
particular were tightening 
money supplies and en- 
couraging liquidation. 

Bankers are taking a hard 
look at cash flow, Keppy 
said. High interest rates 
have been a major drain on 
cashflow, he said. 

This period of losses was 
"a little longer and a little 
rougher than hog producers 
thought it would be," said 
Ken Van Gilst, an Iowa hog 
producer, with a 676-sow 
operation. It was tho 
unexpected jump in interest 
rates that might "have 
broke a few," he said. 

Agriculture lending insti- 
tutions have taken on a 
cautious attitude toward 
lending money for livestock 
feeding, Wehrman said. 
Because of the recent lack of 
cash generation from these 
businesses. PCA has not 
been any more "cautious" 
than other agriculture lend- 
ers, he said. 


There have h«*i*n some 
tenders who have stayed 
with a customer longer than 
they wanted, said Owen 
Kirby, vice president, credit 
operations for the Federal 
Intermediate Credit Bnnk of 
Omaha. 

There have heen several 
confinement units in Iowa 
that have shut down in tho 
last six months, Wehrman 
said. However, there have 
been only "a few lender- 
forced liquidations," he 
said. 

One industry source 
estimated Iowa closings 
from 1 0 to 40 units in the last 
six months and three to 10 
closings in Nebraska and 
Kansas. 

Recent increases in cash 
hog prices have brought 
some relief to the hog 
industry, said John Snund- 
ers, president of the 
National Pork Producors 
Council. Howover it will 
take a long titno to rocovor 
the losses, he said. Cash 
hog prices averaged 938.60 
per cwt, basis Omaha, a 
year ago compared with 
963.50 per cwt top price 
today. 

If hog producers and 
bankers have "hung on" up 
till now, Van Gilst said, they 
are likely to stay in business 
now that they have the 
opportunity to recover some 
of the losses.
